He very 
often is the inventor of his own apparatus, and this has 
to be exact in shape, size and strength. 

“The feats of an acrobat are by no means ‘all knack,’ 
though, of course, constant practice brings with it a 
good deal of that. 

‘The acrobatic profession is one of the most temper- 
ate in existence. 
very soon drop out of a business which needs steady 
nerves and eyesight. 

“Pretty, indeed, are some of the branches of an acro- 
bat’s training. He has to be graceful, therefore he is 
taught dancing, fencing, boxing—all the little bows and 
scrapes with which an acrobat receives the applause of 
an audience, and which seem to come so naturally to 
him. These are only to be learned from the master of 
dancing and deportment. $ 

“The suppleness of the limbs and joints comes from 
| practice, not, as is usually thought, from straining the 
| soft joints of a child. The result of such straining 
| would be weakness, not strength. Only those whose 
business it is know what can be done with those joints, 
how much strain they will bear, which will stand the 
greatest strain. The untaught, would-be gymnast in- 
| Variably puts an amount of strain totally unnecessary 
upon muscles that should hardly be called into play, 
or, at least, only for balancing purposes. 

“When to hold on, and when to let go, these are im- 
portant items in an acrobat’s training. And these can 
only be learned when young. It is natural for the 
child to ‘catch at something’ when it thinks it is fall. 
ing.

about corrals, cattle, beef on foot, rodeos and vaqueros 
than any Eastern school girl does who was kept busy 
ia her school work and music and reading. The family 
lived in Aurora, Til There wasan invalid son, two 
daughters and the parents. The father was a grain 
dealer, and the family live a conventional, quiet life. 

In 1895, when he became a consumptive, be moved to 
Williams, Ariz., to lived an outdoor life among the 
mountains, When he grew stronger in the Arizona 
camp, he looked about for an investment and sent for 
hisfamily. It came about that he bought a cattle 
ranch across the San Francisco mountains and built a 
home there among a clump of trees. There was not a 
white man’s domicile within six miles. Prescott, the 
nearest town, was eleven miles away, To the north, | 
east and west there was no habitation for many more 
miles. The investment was a failure, The steer market 
was bad and grew worse, thieves and cowboys made in- 
roads upon the cattle scattered out over the 
range, and Indians now and then slaughtered and de- 
voured the sleek kine while they grazed in remote can- 
yons. When the father die lin February, 1897, he be- 
heved he was bankrupt. Ile had spent some 947,000, | 
A mortgage of $15,000 was on the herd and range. | 

The girl had been her invalid father’s |_elper in his 
last years, She had ridden over the range for him, had 
kept his accounts and had learned almost as much 
nbout the cattle industry as he. Athis death she set 
herself to conducting the ranch. 

Discouragements that would have wrecked most 
men came to her in succession. Those were the darkest 
of all days in the famous hard years among cattlemen 
in the Southwest. Many a person who had madea 
fortune of $75,000 or $100,000 in a few years of cattle 
ranching, gave up the struggle, financially ruined. A 
drought came upon the Arizona cattle ranges in the 
midst of their woes, 

But the young woman ranchero stuck doggedly to 
her work, economized at every point, hired as few 
Vaqueros as possible, all the time learning her busti- 
ness, seeking fresh grazing spots and protecting her 
rights. Many a time she spent thirty hours at a stretch | 
in the saddle. Time and again she had to exhibit her 
revolvers and make a showing of her expertness in fire- 
arms to impress her determination upon outlaw char- 
acters upon the frontier. She studied the relative 
values of the many straight and cross breeis of Texas 
longhorns, plains shorthorns, Sonora reds and New 
Mexican pintos until she became an authority on the 
most marketable sort of steers among Chicago and 
Kansas City beef buyers. 

She pored over big, bulky volumes of cattle distem- , 
pers and ailments, and learned their causes and 
remedies, and thereby lessened the death loss in her 
herd. She found that a large part of the wild land 
adjoining her range was adapted for raising mules, 
and, by putting some $3,000 In Texas mules, she has 
made that a secondary but profitable part of her work. 
Last summer she sold to the United States Government 
forty mules for $3,400, and she will have more for sa'e 
next season, 

The girl turned her attention to the wort! of several 
varieties of forage grasses of Arizona for beef making, 
and has planted vast acres of her range to a new kind 
of forage obtained from Australia and specially adapted 
to regions of drought and herds, 

She can talk on the pedigrees of Texas and Wyoming 
steers by the hour. She always knows the fluctuations 
in prices for beef on hoof inthe Eastern markets, and 
she is a veritable encyclopedia of information concern- 
ing the complexity of railroad transportation rates for 
cattle and sheep from the Southwest stations to Kansas 
City or Chicago. 

When sbe had learned the market demands for good 
steers and when and how best to fatten them, she ha? 
virtually won her success. By the winter of 1898-99 the 
mortgages on the ranch had nearly been paid and the 
herd had been increased one-third. In two months 
she sold $14,000 worth of prime four-year-old steers. 
The ranch home has since been enlarged, the range has 
been increased by some 550 acres, the herd is three 
times larger than ever and the family have ample capi- 
tal for their operations. 

The son is a hopeless invalid.and to him the girl 
ranchero is devoted. He is an artist in oils, and every 
little while orders go to the cities for canvas, paints and 
studies for the invalid’s pleasure.

McFADDEN GOT DECISION. 


He Won on a Foul From Gus Gardner at 
Waterbury, Conn. 





George McFadden, the New York lightweight, re- 
ceived the decision on May 29, at Waterbury, Conn., 
over Gus Gardner, of Philadelphia, after ten rounds of 
fighting, in which neither man had any decided ad- 
vantage. . 

Referee Bulien gave the decision to McFadden on an 
alleged foul by the Quaker. The men went to the floor 
in a clinch in the tenth round and the referee insisted 
that Gardiner had deliberately thrown his opponent. 

Gardner opened with a right-!ander to the ear and 
McFadden responded with three lefts to the ribs in 
quick succession. It was give and take for the better 
part of the round, Gardner sending a right to the jaw, 
and McFadden three uppercuts to the body just before 
the bell. 

The second round was noticeable principally for 
clinching, McFadden having a trifle the better of the 
exchanges. McFadden did most of the work in the 
thiru round; both men getting to the face and body 
with frequency. 

They mixed it up quite merrily in the fourth, neither 
man seeming to do any special damage. The fifth 
round was uneventful, but the sixth was rather lively, 
Gardner getting in some solid uppercuts, The seventh 
round was rapidly fought, but neither man showed any 
signs of punishment. 

McFadden exhibited some weariness at the beginning 
of the eighth round, and there was little done except 
clinching. McFadden seemed to be wearing Gardner 
down in the ninth, and had considerable the best of the 
round, 

During a clinch in the tenth round McFadden fell to 
the floor with Gardner on top. The referee insisted 
that Gardner had deliberately thrown McFadden, and 
gave the decision to the New Yorker. 

In the opening bout, Willie Lewis, of Brooklyn, 
knocked out Jim Heywood of New York, in the fourth 
round, with a right-hand uppercut to the jaw. 

The seconds of Tom Daly threw up the sponge in the 
ninth round of his bout with Charlie Kelley, after the 
man had received terrific punishment.

LAVIGNE SAVED FROM KNOCKOUT. 


“Kid” Lavigne, who two years ago was the premier 
lightweight, met defeat at the hands of Jimmy Britt, 
the California lightweight, at Mechanics’ Pavilion, San 
Francisco, 6n May 29. Britt in all the rounds except 
the first two was manifestly the superior in quickness 
andin punishing power. His device of adopting the 
crouching tactics of Jeffries, advancing his left shoul- 
der, made it impossible for Lavigne to reach his Jaw 
with either right or left swing. Again and again 
Lavigne missed him but one or two inches with blows 
that would have resulted in a knockout. It seemed as 
though Lavigne was as heavily muscle-bound as Shar- 
key, for he could not Jand a straight punch. 

After the second round Britt did all the leading. He 
landed the only clean blows on mouth and face, and in 
the fourth round he brought blood from Lavigne’s 
mouth. Afterthat round Britt adopted the tactics of 
rushing in savagely with straight left-hand punches on 
the wind and over the heart, blows which evidently 
had great punishing power. In the last round, aftera 
series of clinches and rallies, in which Britt had all the 
best of it, the young fellow cut loose, forced the veteran 
against the ropes and landed blow after blow in his face 
and neck. Lavigne was groggy and would have evi- 
dently gone out in half a minute had not his brother 
rushed in and thrown up the sponge in the eighth 
round.
